“ setting up drill and dancing, which 
are also a part of the work of every 
good gymnasium and a necessary sup- 
plement to the real military drill. 

You refer to the carriage and physique 
of the German soldier. In time of peace 
he is not given military training until 
about the age of 20, but he does have 
what we sorely need—a long period of 
compulsory physical training. A bill 
drawn by Dr. Sargent and other experts 
for complsory physical training for both 
girls and boys from primary school 
through the high school is now being 
presented in different legislatures. It 
should replace the unscientific bills for 
the one sided and inadequate military 
training. 

The safest job which any citizen has 
had since we became a republic was to 
defend us against foreign foes, far less 
dangerous than to be a fireman, police- 
man, miner, bridge or construction 
builder. We have lost all told in all 
our foreign wars fewer than have died 
violent deaths in New York City in three 
years.

The pres- 
ident signed just in the nick of time. 
The bill conveys the Marine hospital's 
riparian rights to the park commis- 
moners on the condition that the land 
reclaimed east of the hospital grounds 
shall be used for park purposes only.
